Hatch was recently 
elected president of the Stock Ex- 
ehange by an unanimous vote. The firm 
has been ihe heaviest dealers in Gov- 
ernment bonds on the street. 
and was considered a staunch conservative re- 
liable firm. They have been recog nized as fiscal 
agents here of the Chesapeake and Obto Railroad, 
of the Elizabethtown Big Sandy and Lexington 
Road, and have carried heavy amounts 
of the stocks of these roads, while the markets 
are declining. They have sons and sons-in-law 
m the stock business. The announcement ot the 
suspension came like a thunderbolt on the 
Exchange. Wm. Lummis is now acting presi- 
dent of the Exchange, owing to Hatch's 
disability.

was dragged down by the failure of the Metro- 
politan Bank, with which it carried a large 


balance. The house is composéd of Robert W. 


Donnell, who has been reputed to be worth over 
a million dollars; Leonidas M. Lawson, his 


brother-in-law, who is now in Europe, and 


George E. Simpson, who was formerly manager 


for Northrup & Chick, a firm of bankers that 


failed in Wall street somé years ago. The firm 


have about four hundred correspondents among 
Western bankers and havé been the fiscal agents 
for the State of Kansas. They enjoyed the con- 
fidence to an unusual extent of Western moneyed 


men. Thepolicy of the firm has been to dis- 
courage New Vork accownts and to avoid Wall 
street speculation. Mr. Simpson said yesterday, 
that the — firm had never bought 
or sold a are of Wall street 
stock for its own account, and had done but iiitle 
at. any time for customers, At present they had 
absolutely no interest in the street. It was their 
custom. if they received a margin from any cus- 
tomér for the purchase of stocks, to turn the 
margin at once over to a stock broker.

Murderer Slain by a Posse. 
CHARLESTON, 8. C., May 15.—A special to the 
News and Courier from Cheraw says: “W. Bogan 
Casb, the fugitive murderer of Marshall Richards, 
was killed this morning while resisting arrest. The 
posse was in charge of Deputy Sherif! King. One 
of the posse was slightly wounded, and one of 
Cash’s associates seriously wounded. Governor 
Thompson received the folfowing this morning: 
“OHERAW, S. C., May 15, 1884 

“To Gov. Hugh 8. Thompson ; 

“I went with a posse last night to arrest W. B.

1 surrounded the house 
and barn, placing two men between the house 
and barp and zwo between the barn aud swamps.

The 
holds its annual meeting here, with and 
other interesting events, and u is expected will 
gather 2,000 or more wheeimen to this city, the 
paradise of bicyolers. 

“There is no such city in the whole country for 
bicycling,” said one of the teachers of that art to 
your correspondent in talking of the coming 
meeting, and there is probably no city in the 
country where there are so many bicycles in dan 
use, in proportion Lo the population.” 

“How many are there in use here?” 

“Probably about five or six hundred, and that 
is & good many when you come to remember that 
Washington's population is less than 200,000, and 
nearly one-half of it is colored; and your colorea 
citizen does not take much to the bicyeie yet.” 

“Are there many cities in this country where a 
larger number are used?“ 

“Ob, yes; in New York and Boston there are 
more, though net more in proportiva to the num- 
ber of inhabitants. In Boston there are probably 


200,andin New York n ¥ as many. Wasb- 
ipeton ranks third among the cities of this coun- 
try in the pumber of bicycles, though Phiiadel- 
phia and Baltimore stand peariya t of us.“ 

How many are there in use in the whole coun- 
try, do you suppose?” 

“Somewhere from fifiy to sixty thousand, I 
should think, perhaps mere. The number mapu- 
factured and imported ior use in this country is 
very large. Ins increase in popularly of the 
bicycle within the past two or three years

“A few are used for business pu Here 
in Washington a good many are by business 
men lu their work, Tere is no other city in the 
country where iney can be used upon the streets 
to aby advantage, though in Boston and New 
York many who live oui of town use them for 
riding in and out moraing and eveulug, preferring 
them to borse and carriage. They are very much 
used in New England, where there is less 
prejudice against thein than avy other section of 
the country. Twuey are not even as popular there 
as in England, but are coming into the same use 
in that section which they are granted abroad.

How a City Council Secures a Quorum—East St. Louis 
News. 

The City Couneii is at present divided into two 
factions, the one bitterly’ opposed to the other.

HOME AGAIN. 


The Busch Zouavées and Battery 
A Arrive This Morning. 


Plain Talk About the Drill—Inconsist. 
ency of the Judges—The Ovation at 
Galveston, 


The Basch Zouaves and Battery A. of the St. 
Louls Light Artillery, arrived atthe Union De- 
pot at 7 o’clock this morning, after a two days’ 
trip from Galveston, Texas. They immedfately 
repaired to the Armory, where they deposited 
their effects and left for their separate residences. 
They are all browned from exposure to the South- 
ern sun, and are exhilarated from the enjoyments 
of their stay in Galveston. Their visit to that 
city they will never forget. The boys 
are not eéuthusiastic about their treat- 
ment at Houston, but say that 


there were so many companies there that it was 
impossible for the Houston Light Guard to look 
after each one with any great degree of attention, 
but for their treatment at Galveston there is a 
pe rfect p an of praise. They arrived there Sun- 
7 ay morniug at 9 o’clock and were met by the 
Galveston Artilier Company, the Washington 
Light Guard, the Firemen’s gg — and a 
brass band, ‘and escorted to the Beach Hotel, 
where they were given magnificent quarters. The 
hotel 1s within a stone’s throw of the sea, 1 the 
boys had scarcely eaten their breakfast before 
they were planelog about in the waves. During 
the three days they remained in Galveston they 
were 80 
ADMIRABLY ENTERTA 
that from early morning till midnight it was 
merely a matter of choosing which amusement 
they would have. Ali Galveston turned out Sun- 
day and Monday evenings to see the boys drill, 
the Busch Zouaves and the Battery giving exhi- 
bition drills both days. At sundown each even- 
ing Capt. Skipwith gave atarget practice with 
the gatling pun at a buoy at per out from shore 
in the gulf, and from 10,000 Wit 
hessed it. The Beach 11086 was crowded 
with the elite of the city all the time, ana as it 18 
a magnificent house, with electric lights illum!- 
nating the beautiful lawn which slopes from its 
— to the beach, the scene each night was as 
brilliant as any the eye ever witnessed. The Bat- 
tery were the special guesis of the Galveston 
LishtArtillery and through the kindness of Capt. 
Walther they were given three hours’ ride in the 
fastest yacht on the Gulf, his own property. Mou- 
day afternoon a fish-chowder dinner was givea 
the Zouaves and theBattery at theGalveston Arm- 
ory. Seine fishing, suri-bathiug, drives aud 
social i visits made the hours pass 
with “flying feet.” A8 to the drill 
at Houston there is a general impression that the 
judges were not impartial. “No man who has 
seen the three companies drill will hesitate to 
say,“ said one of the boys, that either the Tred- 
ways or the Monile Rifles can give points to the 
Houston Light Guards and beat them. The 
judges were more severe with the best companies 
than with the home company. The official score 
shows that the Houston Light Guard were 11 
minutes under inspection, the Tredways 16% 
minutes and the Mobiles 14 minutes. The judges 
opened the belts of the Tredways to see if they 
could find rust or dirt, opened their blouses to see 
if they had clean linen on, and pulled up their 
trousers to see if their footwear was all right. 
The inspection was 
RIGID AND TRICKY, 

the judges doing their best to drive the men into 
an error by talking to them, picking imaginary 
crumbs off their uniforms, etc. In their report 
the juages say: In their "inspection, on account 
of iheir rusty guus they were scored against.’ 
The facts are that the guns of the Tredways were 
brand new and were inspected with tne closest 
scrutiny before the men entered the fleld. Scur- 
ing the Tredways as they did, the judges’ report 
has the following addenda: 

“With regard to the Tredways, there was the 
solidity which characterizes the march of veteran 
troops. 

* ‘The Rifles made a very creditbble showing in 
the manual until, owing to errors in commands, 
many mistakes were made. 

“In their line evolutions and in columns of 
fours they were fully equal, if not superior, to any 
company on the field, It is tobe neted that there 
were certain omissions and anumber of 
movements introduced 

“In — movements the Tredways showed 
themselves notably superior to other organiza- 
tions, although the employment of extra move- 
ments was a disadvantage to thein. 

“One very conspicuous feature of these evolu- 
tions was t 0 excellence and efficiency of the 
lieutenants.” 

In view of these remarks the placing of the Tred- 
ways behind the Houston Light Guard is said to 
be strikingly inconsistent. The Tredways were 
the best company on the field except for their 
manual, which was poor, but yet not poor enough 
to put them behind the Houston Light Guard, 
which actually went to pieces four times in the 
march. The scoring against Battery A was even 
more calculated to arouse indicnatiun. Old aritil- 
lerymen from Mobile and Gaiveston, and trom the 
North, said after they bud seen the St. Louis and 
New Orleans sections drill aguinst each other that 
it was the fluest artillery drill ever seen in 
this country, andthat it was impossibie to tell 
which section was the winner, as neither made a 
palpable error.
